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THE FLAG CODE 


We invite the kind attention of all Scouts and Guides, of all ranks, 
regarding the Flag Code and Procedure, as approved for adoption by 
the Government in their Order No. E. 8490-95-Edn. 139-49-7, dated 
the 19th September 1952. We publish here some points from this 
Government notification :— 


Precautions 


— 
J 


Do not permit disrespect to be shown to the National Flag. 
2. Donot dip the National Flag to any pérson. The Organisa- 
tion Flag or the Institution Flag will render this honour. 
3. Do not display the National Flag with the Saffron down. 
Do not place any other flag or pennant above or to the right 
of the National Flag. 
5. Donotlet the National Flag touch the ground or trail in 
water. 
Do not place any object or emblem of any kind on or above 
the National Flag, ) 
Do not use the National Flag as drapery in any form. 
Do not use the National Flag as a covering for a ceiling. 
Do not carry the National Flag flat or horizontally, but always 
aloft and free as in a parade. 
10. Do not use the National Flag as part of a costume or uniform, 
and do aot embroider it on handkerchiefs, cushions, etc. 
. 11. Do not put lettering of any kind on the National Flag, nor 
use it for any form of advertising. 


Tradition 


‘ 1. The Flag should be displayed only from sunrise to sunset. It 
should be used on national holidays specified by Government and on 
historic special occasions. The Flag should always be hoisted briskly, 
and lowered slowly and ceremoniously. 
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2. When carried ina procession with another flag or flags, the 
National Flag should be on the marching right. 


3: When displayed with another flag on a wall from crossed staffs, 
the Nationai Flag should be on the right, and its staff should be in 
front of the staff of the other flag. 


4. When a number of flags are grouped and displayed from staffs, 
the National Flag should be at the centre or at the highest point of 
the group. 


5. When flags of other States or pennants are flown from the — 
came halyard, the National Flag should always be at the peak. When © 
flown from adjacent staffs, the National Flag should be hoisted first 
and lowered last. No flag or pennant should be placed above or to the 
right of the National Flag. 


6. When the National Flag is displayed on a building on a staff 
projecting horizontally orat an angle from the window cill or balcony, 
the Saffron should be at the top. 
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7.. When the National Flag is displyed in a manner other than 
by being flown on a staff, the Saffron must be uppermost when 
displayed horizontally flat on a wall; when displayed vertically the 
Saffron should be to the right with Sefer once to the Flag, z.e:, ‘it should 
be to the left of the person standing facing the Flag. 


8. When displayed over the middle of the street, as between 
buildings, the National Flag should be suspended vegticdlly with the 
Saffron tothe North in an East- West street, or to the East in a 
North-South street. 


: 9 Onaspeaker’s platform, the National Flag, if used, should be 
placed above and behind the speaker. It should never be used to 
cover the table, nor to drape the front of the platform. 


10. When flown at half-staff, the Flag is hoisted to thé peak for 
an instant, then lowered to half-staff; but before lowering the Flag for 
the day, it 1s again raised to the peak. . 


On memorial days the Flag is displayed at half-staft from sunrise 
until NOON, and at full staff from NOON until sunset; for the 
Nation lives and the Flag is the symbol of the living Nation, 


IW. When the Flag is carried-ona small staff, as in asparade, 
mourning is nee by attaching two streamers of black crepe to the 
spearhead, allowing the streamers to fall naturally 


12. When the’ Flag is. passing in a eas or in a review, all 
persons present should face the Flag, stand at attention and salute.

COMMUNITY PROJECTS IN THE SOUTH SEA ISLANDS 


A team of seven Fijian specialists have brought new life to the tiny 
Island of Moturiki. They made a five months’ survey of the island's 
possibilities, submitted their findings and then returned to lead the people 
to carry out for themselves the developments suggested. The job was 
accomplished in 16 months, a pilot project for further South Pacific 
development plans.. More than 75 fer cent of the money and nearly all 

the labour were provided voluntarily by the islanders themselves. 


Moturiki is a small island, of less than five square miles. The 
population at the start of the scheme was 588 persons, living in nine 
villages of which the largest held less than 100 people. Most of the 
country was covered by reeds and low fern, though there is high timber 
in some of the southern valleys. The people.were not progressive. 
They were mostly occupied with subsistence farming on the shifting 
principle which afforded them adequate food with comparatively little 
effort, but the general standards of cleanliness, housing, and health were 
poor. Their only cash crop was copra, less than 100 tons being sold 
annually. 


Preliminary Survey— 


The survey team found the land suitable for extended agriculture. 
Transport appeared to bea major problem. Agricultural improvements 
suggested included the thinning and cleaning of coconut plantations, 
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provision of proper drying and storage facilities for t] 
tation of pineapple growing and the further planting of yagona, from 
which Fiji ceremonial liquor is made. The forestry programme included 
the provision of a plant nursery, afforestation of water catchment areas 
and eroded slopes, the thinning and cutting of mangroves to be sold as 
firewood in other islands. The social Programme, on which the first 
Start was made, provided for aclinic, a maternity home, the improve- 
ment of sanitary arrangements, mid-day milk for schoo] children and the 
encouragement of women’s crafts. Village amalgamation, an obviously 
desirable project, was put off because at no time were there more than 
143 adult males available for work. The housing problem was met by 
training a home repair team to tour the island.

The team who set out to turn this ambitious programme into fact 
consisted of an Organising Teacher as leader, an Agricultural Field 
Assistant, an Assistant Filariasis Inspector, a Forest Guard, a Carpentry 
Instructor, an Assistant Nurse and, later on, a young teacher specially 
trained in home crafts. They worked through a committee, one member 
from each village. The clinicand maternity homes were the first projects 
to be completed and 15 babies were born in the clinic during the first 
10 months. In addition, 3,000 outpatient cases received attention. 


Indigenous Leadership :— 


Agricultural development quickly showed results. The proper 
marketing of copra resulted in its cash value being doubled. Transport 
from the island to marketing areas has been improved by the building of 
a special cargo-carrying punt. The islanders are convinced of the value 
of a proper development plan within their own economic ken. Probably 
the most important conclusion formed by those who have studied this 
pilot scheme is that a people will follow leaders of their own race if the 
right men, who know their job, are picked. The second point is, “show 
some results quickly, and the rest is fairly easy.’

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A LETTER FROM ABROAD 


Miss M. E. Robinson, our Divisional Commissioner visited the 
International Headquarters in London. She saw Dame Leslie Whateley, 
Director of the World Bureau and hada long conversation with her, 
This building was put up with the help of Guides of all countries of the 
world. Guides subscribed by sending money for one brick, or as many 
as they wished to pay for. Here is an example of what can be accom- 
plished in the spirit of co-operation ! 


Miss Robinson then went to Norwich, where she saw the lovely 
old Cathedral which she describes as a © dream in stone,” and then to 
Grayshott, near Hindhead in the south of England. This is what she 
writes; 


“T left for Grayshott by bus on Sunday, the 25th January. The 
buses and coaches show one the real England. I first went past 
Buckingham Palace, then through all the famous streets, squares and 
places then along the Thames Embankment and the lovely Thames 
country. (The London Corporation was already erectiug seats for the 
Coronation.) Then we passed through Putney, Kingston, Guildford, 
Godalming, and on to Hindhead. The coaches are grand. The one I 
travelled in was all in orange and brown plush with a design of a blurred 
map of England on the seats, and bright brown leather Sides and pockets. 
Each person is given a small woollen rug to put over the knees for 
warmth, but the bus was heated, so I did not feel at all cold. The ride 
was just beautiful. We passed beautiful old villages with dear little 
cottages; new villages with nicely built modern houses, large and small, 
and between all the English woods, rust red with bracken (a kind of fern 
—Editor). The trees were bare, but one can distinguish the oak, elm, 
beech, etc. and higher the firs. The coiours even in winter are lovely, 
and always there’s water—a stream or waterfall. People who live 
here have the real country, yet have town facilities which is ideal. 


I stayed at the Guide “Ark” in London. Miss Wills, the hostess, 
was so kind and gave mea warm welcome. I had a dear little room 
to myself done in cream and brown. The food was good and the 
charges very moderate for London. I also had the pleasure of seeing 
Thos. Cook’s offices in London. They are grand buildings with huge 
rooms, so attractive—plants and flowers everywhere. All officials 
were so pleasant and obliging. In the building are telegraph, cable and 
telephone booths, as well as those for changing money. The lounges 
are simply beautiful. Then there are shops exhibiting all kinds of 
goods—woollen wear for places like Switzerland, coats, rain-coats, books 
and gifts, and everything one would want while travelling. I wished 
so much that some of you could be here to enjoy the sights of this 
great and old city.” :

2. How the Girl Guides got their Name:—On the North-west 
Frontier of India (now Pakistan) was a famous corps of soldiers known 
as the Guides. They had to be prepared for everything, fighting on 
“foot or horse back, mountaineering and pioneering ; they were skilled 
aud enduring, ready to sacrifice themselves, if necessary, to keep peace. 
In Europe Guides are mountaineers who can guide over the most 
difficult places, and on whom others can rely because of their skill in 
tackling obstacles. The girl Guides are called after them because they 
too train themselves to be prepared for adventure and to be able to 
help any one they meet. ~ ) 


3. How the Guides started 2—In 1907 Baden-Powell ran a camp 

for boys on Brownsea Island. At this camp he tried out on boys the 
ethods of character training which ‘he had used asa soldier in India 
andin South Africa. The camp was a great success, and asa result 
B.-P. wrote his famous book, Scouting for Boys. This appeared “in 
1908 and at once Scout troops sprang up all over the country. The 
Scouts, however, were not all boys; it was seen in 1909 ata rally at 

- the Crystal Palace that girls also made their appearance calling 
‘themselves Girl Scouts. So B.-P. realised that girls too’ needed a 


movement of their own, The new movement was officially launched in 
1910.
